CANNING SUGAR 
RULES OUTLINED 


OPA regulations state that one 
pound of sugar is allowed to each 
quart of finished fruit, according 
to E. B. Williams, chief clerk of 
the war price and rationing board 
at Ontario. His general statement 
concerning canning suggar fol- 
lows: 

“From the canning sugar allow- 
ance, five pounds sugar per per- 
son is allowed for jams and jellies. 

“Sugar received on stamps No. 








| 15 and No.- 16, from war ration 


book No. 1, must have been all 
used for canning, and the appli- 
cant must state the number of 
quarts of each fruit canned with 
it, when applying for additional 
canning sugar. 

“The applicant must present all 
the war ration book No. 1 (sugar 
books) for the family with the 
application for additional can- 
ning sugar. 

“Tt is most important that the 
applicant state exactly what; has 
been canned with stamps No. 15 
and No. 16. 

“If the sugar em No. 15 and 
No. 16 has been\used to can at 
the rate of four quarts per pound 
(or five pounds per person may 
have been used for jams and pel- 
lies), the board may grant addi- 
tional sugar to meet the appli- 
cant’s needs not to exceed 15 
pounds per person for the season.”

HENRY KAISER IN 
PLEA FOR CUT I 
TAX ASSESSMENT 


Henry J. Kaiser appeared per» 
sonally at the county board af 
supervisors meeting yesterday te 
ask for a reduction of $9,388,000 
in the assessed valuation of his 
steel mill. The supervisors, sit— 
ting as a board of equalization, 
decided to act on the request aé 
a formal hearing next Tuesday. 

“It is my contention that the 
assessment should be made upome 
the reasonable market value rath- _ 
er than upon cost of construc — 
tion,” said Mr. Kaiser. “The cost 
of construction is not a proper 
valuation at this time because at = 
present costs are double or triple — 
the normal costs.” i . 

If the present assessed valua- 
tion figure of $12,368,000 prevails 
this will mean an indirect tax of 
$1.89 on every ton of steel pre 
duced, Mr. Kaiser declared im 
supporting his request for a re= 
duction. Valuations of other 
plants in the west had an average: 
of 45% cents tax per ton, he ® 
ported. 

“In order for the Kaiser 
to be in competition with 
average unit cost, the assessment 
must be reduced,” he continued. 
“All will be lost if the plant is 
taxed to a point where it would 
be non-competitive.
